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“And the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart 
and of one soul: neither’ said 
any of them that ought of the 
things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all things 
common.” Acts 4:32. 

In the beginning God made 
one perfect man and one perfect 
woman. They were ~ perfect 
physically, mentally, and spirit- 
ually, for God made them in His 
own image. And when they 
were made, he looked upon 
them and said they were “very 
good.” They were a_ very 
beautiful type of Christ and the 
Church. 

In order that we may more 
fully realize something of what 
the Church ought to be, we will 
look at the picture of the early 
Church, as it appears in the 
above text and endeavor to 
discover some of the elements 
which ought to characterize the 
Church of God. 

It may be well to consider the 
material of which the early 


Church was composed when it}: 


first came into existence. About 
one hundred and twenty mem- 
bers had been called by our 
Lord (who said He would build 
His Church) in person from 
among the sheep that He called. 
. His own, who knew His voice, 
and. followed him as the true 
Sbe vherd. 


Judas betrayed his Lord and 
by this awful sin vacated his 
position and it became necessa- 
ary to select one to fill the 
vacancy. We will observe that 
only Judas fell as an individual 
man, asaresult of his indi- 
vidual transgression; but the po- 
gition that he had occupied re- 
mained the same and untouched 
by his awful failure; and all that 
was necessary was for him to go 
on to his own place. Then the 
Church met in conference and 
selected one to fill the position 
vacated by him, and the Church 
moved on. 


No doubt, the clouds of dis- 
couragement hung heavy over 
the heads of the humble few 
who had been following closely 
in the foot prints of their Lord. 
Some possibly said, “Well, we 
had about as well quit for we 
had hoped that he would con- 
tinue with us, and the Church 
that he said he would build we 
thought would be under his im- 
mediate supervision and con- 
trol, but now he has gone and 

~the treaswry has gone to the 
bad, so it looks as; though we 
can never survive the trouble 
shock.” We hear another speak 
and he says, “Don’t you remem- 
ber that he said it is expedient 
for you that I go away for if I 
go not away the Comforter will 
not come, but if I go, I will send 


Him: how mysteriously He 
appeared to us on many oc- 
casions, and last of all out at 


Bethany when He |jifted up His 
hands and blessed us all and 
was taken up from us: how 
he said that we should receive 





power after the Holy Ghost 
was come upon us, and that 
we should be witnesses unto 
him in Jerusalem, Judea, 
Samaria and to the uttermost 
parts of the earth? Surely if 
we can complete the organi- 
zation and readjust everything 
in divine order, God will mani- 
fest His approval, and from 
these days of trouble and heart 
aches, the great Church will rise 
and shine to a lost eworld, and 
she shall go forth with great 
power to carry out the com- 
mission of her ascended Lord.” 

Well, the conference is on and 
everything is moving along 
smoothly. No contention! Af- 
ter earnest prayers, one was se+ 
lected to fill the position vacated 
by Judas. Other matters of 
importance might have been 
considered. Everything was in 
order, all in one accord, waiting 
for the fulfilment of the prom- 
ise. They “were continually in 
the temple praising and blessing 
God.” 

“And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rush- 
ing mighty wind, and it filled all 
the house where they were sit- 
ting. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of 
fire, and it sat upon each of 
them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as 
the Spirit gave them utterance. 
And there were dwelling at Jeru- 
salem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven. Now 
when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came _ together, 
and were confounded, because 
that every man heard them 
speak in his own language. And 
they were all amazed and mar- 
velled, saying one to another, 
Behold, are not all these which 
speak Galileans? And how 
hear we every man in our Own 
tongue, wherein we were 
born?” Acts 2:2-8. 

This miraculous expression 
drew the multitudes together. 
There were thousands of devout 
Jews assembled in Jerusalem 
for the feast of Pentecost. They 
were men of tender consciences 
and decision of character, who 
needed only to know the truth 
in order to obey it. They were 
the pick and flowers of that 
whole generation of Jews, the 
ripest fruits of the good tree 
planted by Moses and nourished 
bythe prophets of Israel. Of 
this quality was the majority of 
Peter’s congregation to whom 
he preached that memorable 
sermon when ‘three thousand 
were added to their members. 

With such material to begin 
with, we should expect nothing 
more than that the inspired 
apostles and those associated 
with them, filled with the 
mighty fires of Pentecost, would 
mould them into a MODEL 
CHURCH; and we are not sur- 
prised at the early historic stu- 
dent. 

“And they continued stead- 


/ 
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fastly in the apostles’ doctrine 
and fellowship, and in breaking 
of bread, and in prayers. aAnd 
fear came upon every soul: and 
many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles... And all 
that believed were together, and 
ted all things common; And 
sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to ali 
men, aS every man had need. 
And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and 
breaking bread from house to 
house, did eat their meat with 
gladness and singleness’ of 
heart, Praising God, and having 
favour with all the people. And 
the Lord added to the church 
daily such as should be saved.” 
Acts 2:42-47. 


We find in this a model for all 
subsequent imitation. To con- 
tinue steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine is still the highest 
attainments of the Church of 
God. Andto continue stead- 
fastly in fellowship *of' the 
apostles is to have continuous 
fellowship with God the Father 
and His Son, Jesus Christ; and 
be in harmony with all the cus- 
toms, principles, and practices 
of the early Church. To be 
steadfast in the breaking of 
bread and in prayer, is that we 
remember His  hody was 
broken for us and the Church is 
the purchase of His blood, and 
that prayer is one of the most 
essential duties in the christian 
life. The life of prayer is the 
successful life. The prayerless 
life is barren and unsuccessful. 

“And the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart 
and of one soul: neither said 
any of them that ought of the 
things which he-possessed was 
his own; but they had all things 
common. And with great power 
gave the apostles witness of the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus: 
and great grace was upon them 
all. Neither was there any 
among them that lacked; for as 
Many as were possessors of 
lands or houses sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things 
that were sold, and laid them 
down at the apostles’ feet: and 
distribution was made unto 
every man according as he had 
need.” Acts 4:32-35. 

Such a Church, filled with life 
and power and victory, making 
use of this wonderful opportuni- 
ty would of course experience a 
rapid growth in members, for 
its high qualities and marvelous 
spiritual power and genuine 
principles would inevitably draw 
to it the true, honest hearted 
people in its reach. The early 
Church grew with marvelous 
rapidity. So there were added 
five thousand men _ besides 
women and children, and if the 
women and children maintained 
anything like the ratio that 
they do in modern times, the 
whole number must have been 
at least ten thousand. It was 
at this stage of progress and 
development of the Primitive 
Church that the words of the 
text were recorded. The multi- 
tude were of “‘one heart and ‘one 
soul.” 

Model of Union 


Much has been said and writ- 
ten on the subject of unity 
among the true children of God, 
and indeed there is much to be 
said. We can not talk too much 


about it. We can not pray too} 
much for it. We should put 
forth every effort to bring about 
the union of the people of God. 
The Church of God was de- 
signed to bring the people of 
God together in unity rather 
than to divide them. Surely 
every true child of God could 
agree on the apostles’ doctrine 
or teachings and leave off our 
questions that are to no profit; 
and come together in love and 
fellowship and have all things 
common. I verily believe that 
every honest soul earnestly de- 
sires the fulfilment of our 
Savior’s prayer in behalf of the 
union of all them that believe on 
Him. Have we forgotten that 
this prayer was answered at one 
time to the very letter? Here 
in the Primitive Church was a 
mighty host of men, women and 
children who were filled with 
the Holy Ghost of whom the in- 
spired writer says “were of one 
heart and one soul,” and so 
much so that not one of them 
enunted anythinz which he po- 
sessed as his own. Not one was 
allowed to lack anything need- 
ful, though it required the sale 
of houses and lands on the part 
of some to supply the needs of 
others. Is not this the model 
of union? Can we have any 
higher aspirations than _ to 
struggle for the same unity that 
characterized the Primitive 
Church. 


The Primitive Church was 
not only a model of unity but in 
it we find God’s method of 
union, as all other churches 
were expected to imitate this 
one established at Jerusalem, 
and was to be one with her as 
she was considered the mother 
Church. Now if proper unity 
is brought about, it must be 
done by the uniting on the 
principles and practices, cus- 
toms and methods of the early 
Church. The plain doctrine or 
teaching of the apostles is 
sufficient for the basis of unity. 
No man-made creeds or con- 
fession of faith, but the pure 
word of God. Rituals, manuals, 
diciplines, or any formulated 
principles of unity will never 
serve the purpose for the reason 
that if it does not contain the 
full gospel. It is not enough. If it 
should contain more it is too 
much; if it should contain just 
the same we ‘don’t need it. 
Therefore, we need only the in- 
spired word of God and a real 
revivat of apostolic doctrine, 
teaching, and practice. Whata 
mighty force the church would 
be if it could be said today that 
they are of “one heart and one 
soul” and that they have “all 
things common.” She would 
once again shake the world for 
Christ. It is very noticeable 
that there is more of an awak- 
ening along this line. Surely 
the Spirit of the Lord is moving 





ito bring his true children to- 
gether in one. 


There has been great con- 
ventions called for the purpose 
of affecting a unity between the 
people of God. They have dis- 
cussed and endeavored to 
formulate a basis of unity but 
the results have been almost 
invariably unsatisfactory. They 
have looked forward to some 
imaginary institution in which 








we could all agree, but we 


should look back for the princi- 
ple or basis of unity to wit: the 
apostles’ doctrine and practice. 


The work of the early Church 
moved on with marvelous 
rapidity; everything appar- 
ently in harmony; the Lord 
working with them in a marvel- 
ous way. Finally the first ap- 
parent dissension arose  be- 
tween the Greecians and 
Hebrews, (the former being 
the foreign born Jews) that 
their widows were neglected in 
the daily ministration. This 
apparently was a fine oppor- 
tunity for a general church row. 
The Greecian Jews could have 
said, because we are foreign 
born and speak Greek, you fel- 
lows do not have a proper feel- 
ing toward us. The home 
born Hebrews could easily have 
said we are greatly in the 
majority and we will run things 
to suit ourselves. The apostles 
could have got ruffled and said, 
our honesty is reflected on, this 
contention is without foun- 
dation, and is an insult to the 
dignity of the church to bring 
us in question in any such a 
manner. This would possibly 
have been according to modern 
practice in some parts of the 
world, but it was not in this 
MODEL CHURCH. They were 
clothed with humility and filled 
with divine love, and proceeded 
to set an example. This the 
church of all ages would have 
done well to follow. Notice the 
proceedings and how _ this 
dissension was settled in love. 

The apostles called a multi- 
tude together and said, “where- 
fore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven men of honest 
report, full of the Holy Ghost 
and wisdom, whom we may ap- 
point over this business. But we 
will give ourselyes continually 
to prayer, and to the ministry of 
the word.” Acts 6:3-4. This 
saying pleased the whole multi- 
tude, and they proceeded with 
the selection. It would be well 
to observe that the congrega- 
tion, had the privilege of mak- 
ing the selection according to 
the qualifications as outlined by 


the apostles. The Hebrews being 


greatly in the majority could 
have selected the entire seven 
men, but a very noticeable fea- 
ture in this is that there was not 
a Hebrew or a home born Jew 
in the whole seven; every one 
were Greeks; and one of them 
was not a Jew by blood at all; 


but a Proselyte who had only re- “ 


sided in the Greek City of Anti- 
och. The whole seven were se- 
lected from the ranks of the 
minority, no doubt for the pur- 
pose of showing their generosi- 


and practices of the early 
Church proved a success in that 
age: the same if put in success- 
ful operation would do the same 
in this age. 

In the course of time one of 
the greatest virtues of the 
early Church became a source 
of temptation and sin to two of 
its weak members. One day 
while Peter was presiding at a 
meeting Brother Ananias came 
in and walked up and laid his 
money down, purporting to be 
the price of some land that he 
had sold for the benefit of the 
poor. If the disciples at that 
age had been as demonstrative 
as they are in some modern 
congregations, there would 
have been a general and very 
hearty clapping of hands, but 
instead of this we imagine that 
we can see a frown settle down 
on Peter’s brow and he said, 
“Ananias, why hath Satan filled 
thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost, and to keep back part of 
the price of the land? While 
it remained was it not thine 
own? And after it was sold, 
was it not in thine own power? 
Why hast thou conceived this 
thing in thine heart? Thou 
hast not lied unto men, but unto 
God.” Acts 5:3-4. 

Peter had no more than spok- 
en these words until Ananias 
fell over in the floor a dead man. 
And Peter called out to some 
young men in the congregation 
to come forward and wrap their 
robes around him and take him 
out and bury him. From the 
reading he must have been 
buried by the time he got cold. 
The meeting went on for about’ 
three hours, and finally Sap- 
phira, his wife, made her appear- 
ance in the congregation, not 
knowing what had _ happened. 
“And Peter answered unto her, 
tell me whether ye sold the land 
for so much? And she said, yea, 
for so much. Then Peter said 
unto her, how is it that you 
have agreed together to 
tempt the Spirit of the Lord? 
behold, the feet of them which 
have buried thy husband are at 
the door, and shall carry thee 
out. Then fell she down 
straightway at his feet, and 
yielded up the ghost: and the 
young men came in, and found 
her dead, and carrying her 
forth, buried her by her hus- 
band. And great fear came up- 
on all the church, and upon as 
many as heard these things.” 
Acts 5:8-11. 








What awful work this was; 
and how quickly done. This 
was the work of the great head 
of the church, who thus exer- 
cised discipline in His Church. 


ty by covering the whole matter’ In order to show to those whom 


with the mantel of perfect love, 
in order that the church might 
proceed on its mission to bless 
the world. 

If the same course of pro- 
cedure could be pursued in 
many cases in these latter 
days, the little frictions that 
arise would soon be covered 
with a deluge of love and power 
and peace and good will would 
prevail. We should not look 
forward to some imaginary in- 
stitution wherein all the saints 
may unite, but look back to the 
Primitive Church, or that ideal 
institution wherein peace and 
love prevailed. The principles 


He afterward intrusted, the 
promptness with which these 
awful sins must be rebuked. 
This is a divine intimation on 
the subject of strict discipline. 
Many today are keeping the un- 
godly in the church, under the 
vain delusion that they are ex- 
ercising long forbearance and 
tender mercy, or under the idle 
impression that they have a bet- 
ter hope of saving a _ wicked 
corrupt man in the church than 
if they cast him out. God knows 
better than we do about how to 
save wicked men. God in speak- 
ing through the mouth of the

Do we want to 
enjoy them? Then at this critical 
time in the Church of God we need 
to nestle close to His side. No time 
to loiter by the wayside to look at 
our brothers’ and sisters’ faults; no 
time to look at conditions or _ sur- 
roundings; no time to discuss mat- 
ters with one another, because Fath- 
er will walk on ahead of us, as He 
has no time to lose. 

God is marching on, bless His name 
and He wants us to march with Him 
keeping close to His side, so as He 
hands out His blessings we may be 
there to accept them. Oh hallelujah! 
The joy bells are ringing in my soul 
because I have hurried up a little 
closer to His side this morning.

The next thing we knew God’s true 
children had marched right along by 
the Father, wading Out a little deeper 
until the water had reached the loins, 
and we had the message sent to us 
from far and near that the Holy 
Ghost, was being poured out upon the 
saints of God as on the day of Pen- 
tecost.

They have 
been anxious and troubled about 
many things; and like Martha looking 
after and fretting about the temporal 
side of His great work, running in debt 
to supply their wants. Jesus also 
said, “Seek ye first the Kingdom of 
God and His righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added unto you.” 

We believe the Lord is showing 
His Church today that we are to sit 
at His feet like Mary, and look to 
Him again as we did in the beginning 
of this great latter rain out-pouring, 
to supply all our needs. The cattle 
upon a thousand hills belong to Him, 
and as we go down and sit at His 
feet as we should, these cattle will 
be turned over to us, to carry on the 
great work God has for us to do 

I am glad that the dear, old Evan- 
gel is no longer filled with drives for 
money, and I hope as we gO down on 
our faces before the Lord and wait 
upon Him, that He will touch hearts 
here and there to meet the demands 
that are upon the church today. We 
are praying that while many mis- 
takes have been made and the church 
must meet her obligations, God 
will lay it on the hearts of the 
saints to help in correcting these mis- 
lakes, and that in the future we will 
wait on the Lord until He sends in 
the money to supply our needs. 

Away back in the beginning of 
this latter rain out-povring we did 
trust God for everything, God 
wonderfully supplied the needs and 
the power of God fell in a marvelous 
way. People were swept into His 
kingdom everywere, and the signs 
followed in a way that we fail to 
see now. And men and women are 
erying, “Oh that I had the victory 
that I once had.” 

We have loitered by the wayside, 

and have been playing with the glit- 
tering things of this world, trying to 
make an impression on the world 
to win them.

We believe that the measuring of 
this last thousand cubits will bring 
us into the place where the gifts 
will be restored; and He is purging 
out His Church so that He may find 
those who will stand the test and 
be low and humble enough that He 
can trust them with the gifts. 


For years we have been praying 
for the gifts of the Spirit and now 
as we are nearing the time when we 
can almost get a glimpse of these 
gifts, will we draw back and become 
discouraged, (because of the mistakes 
and failure of some of the saints of 
God) and fail to get the great things 
God holds for us? 


We remember how, when the chil- 
dren of Israel were almost ready to 
cross over into the land of Canaan, 
they murmured and complained and 
were turned back to years of wan- 
derings in the wilderness, and only 
two who left Egypt were permitted 
to enter Cannan. Oh I want to 
Stand still in the midst of confusion 
and see the salvation of our Lord. 

I remember one time I was attend- 
ing a Camp meeting at Homestead, 
Pa. and a question of great impor- 
tance came up, a very hot de- 
bate followed and some harsh words 
were uttered by those who were lead- 
ers.

The Holy Ghost, or the Holy Spirit, 
is a wonderful person. He is not an 
influence, or mind, or breath as some 
think, but is the third person in the 
Godhead, the wonderful trinity. He is 
just as much a person as God the 
Father, or God the Son. Jehovah is 
the only God existing eternally in 
three persons, the Father, the Son and 
Holy Spirit or Holy Ghost. It seems 
from the teaching of Scriptures that 
He is the active agent in the great 
Godhead. 


“In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth. * * * And the 
Spirit of God moved upon the face of 
the waters.”

“By his 
spirit he hath garnisheg the heavens.” 
Job 26:13. We learn from the Bible 
that the Holy Ghost had His part in 
the creation, as well as the Father and 
the Son. 

“In the beginning was 
and the Word was with God.

And the Word was sade 
flesh, and dwelt among us.” Jolin 1:1, 
3, 14. “The spirit of God hath made 
me, and the breath of the Almighty 
hath given me life.”

At the baptism of Christ, God the 
Father sent the Holy Ghost on Hii 
in bodily shape like a dove and a 
voice from heaven said, “Thou art my 
beloved Son.” So we see the Guod- 
hend there and find the Father honor- 
ing the Holy Ghost by sending Him 
on His Son whom He loved and hon- 
ored. 

In Luke 3:22 we find the Holy Ghost 
as the active agent in bringing our 
great Redeemer into the world. 
In Luke 1:35 we read, “The
